Temple Bars Meeting To Protest ' ie: 
KKK Attacks On Jewish Family To ‘Democratize Welfare Funds

FREEPORT, N. Y.—A synagogue that closed its doors to a sched- 
pied meeting called to protest a revival of Ku Klux Klan terrorism 
against a Jewish family was the topic of widespread discussion this 


week by Nassau County Jews. 


Temple B'nai Israel of Freeport had been announced as the scene 


of a meeting called for Aug. 15 
to protest a new outbreak of 
hooded terror aimed at both Jews 
and Negroes but when people be- 
gan arriving, they were told that 
the Temple had given permission 
only for a “small meeting of loeal 
clergymen and others interested.” 

Even that meeting was held 
not in the Temple itself, which 
remained closed, but in an ad- 
joining house owned by the 

Temple. 

The incident that provoked the 
meeting occurred three days 
earlier. At about 3 a. m., an 
arrow was fired into the front 
screen door of the home of 
Charles Faber. 

It was the third anonymous at- 
tack. In two earlier ones, hood- 
lums set fire to the Faber home. 

Signed By KKK 
The arrow bore two pages of 


verse and slogans, attacking 
Negroes and Jews. A letter was 
signed “KKK.” 


Two hours later, Mrs. Faber re- 
ceived two threatening telephone 
calls which stopped when she told 
the sneak caller that the letter 
had been turned over to the po- 
lice. 

The threats appeared prompted 
by the fact that the Fabers, who 
have lived in Freeport for 34 


‘years, were planning to sell their 


home, located on the edge of the 
Negro section, to Negroes. 

In response to the third attack, 
which revived memories of the 
heyday of the Klan in Freeport, 
a provisional committee, headed 
by Mrs. Martha Bergman, called 
the protest meeting at B'nai Is- 


‘rael. 


Temple Was Closed 
Negro and civic organizations 
from Freeport and the nearby 
communities were invited, both 
by press and telephone calls. 
When the representatives arrived 
no one seemed to be in charge and 


the Temple was closed. 

Lester Baumann, chairman of 
the Temple’s board of trustees, 
told the Nassau County daily 
NEWSDAY that the Temple was 
unwilling to permit a mass meet- 
ing in the building. Other Temple 
officials were quoted as saying 
that there was not enough room 
in the Temple. 

The auditorium of the Temple 
has seats for several hundred per- 
sons. About 100 persons gathered 
for the meeting, which was finally 
held in a private home. 

The Nassau County Ameri- 
can Labor Party precipitated a 
struggle when it tried to take 
over the meeting. A sharp de- 
bate between the ALP and a 
spokesman for Americans for 
Democratic Action marked the 
early stages of the meeting. 

Finally, the 60 persons present 
named as chairman Mrs. Mildred 
Patterson, head of the Freeport 
chapter of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, and Mrs. Florence 
Lazare, president of the South 
Shore chapter of the Women’s 
division of the American Jewish 
Congress, as co-chairman. 

The meeting adopted a five- 
point program, calling for a mass 
rally to fight the Klan, an invita- 
tion to all local groups to join in 
the fight against hate outbursts 
and a warning to county officials 
that they would be held responsi- 
ble for failure to arrest and prose- 
cute acts of violence. 

Henry Waldman, Nassau 
County Commander of the Jew- 
ish War Veterans, charged at the 
meeting that there had been a 
secret Klan conclave the previous 
Sunday in Freeport to form a nu- 
cleus for the revival of the Klan. 

The District Attorney’s office 
said there would be a probe of 
Waldman’s charges. 








JEWS REPORTED SENT EN MASSE 
TO SIBERIA FOR WANTING ISRAEL 


TEL AVIV—(WNS)—Private reports which have reached here 


state that Jews in Bessarabia and Northern Bukowina, territories 
which came under Russian rule since the war, were a month ago 
deported en masse to Siberia after they registered for emigration 
to Israel. The reports state that between July 10-20 all Jews in the 
cities of Kishiven and Czerno- 





witz who had so registered were 
dispatched to the Murmansk area 
in the Arctic region. 

The majority of the Jewish pop- 
ulation of the two territories, it 
is stated, had registered for mi- 
gration to the Jewish state, after 
Soviet authorities in the two cap- 
ital cities of Kishiven and Czerno- 
witz had announced on July 1 
that Jews wishing to emigrate to 
Israel could register with the 
local. authorities, 

The reports further say that 
panic is spreading in the Ruman- 
fan part of Bukowina among 
Jews who had been preparing to 
migrate to Israel and who remain- 
€d-stranded after emigration was 
Prohibited.

MADRID The censorship 
board that banned the film “Gen- 
tleman’s Agreement” in Spain 
last fall and was accused of anti- 
Semitism for so doing, cleared 
the movie for showing in Madrid 
this week. 


The charges stemmed from a 
statement in the ban order which 
said that the Christian duty to 
“stimulate love among individu- 
als, societies, nations and peo- 
ples” did not necessarily extend 
to Jews.

Frisch Wins ZOA Approval For Bid 


NEW YORK—The twin goals of a bid to “democratize” the federations and welfare funds of the 
U. S. Jewish community and to throw the full strength of the Zionist Organization of America behind 
the middle class in Israel emerged as the highlights of President Daniel Frisch’s program for the 
world’s largest Zionist organization. 
A harmonious joint meeting of the ZOA administrative council and executive committee, two of 


its three top bodies, endorsed the 
Frisch program in principle last 
weekend and prepared to work 
out the specific details. 

Frisch’s warning that the fed- 
erations and welfare funds con- 
trolled too much power in US. 
Jewish communal life was endor- 
sed by a top official of the 1949 
United Jewish Appeal, who agreed 
the local funds were too power- 
ful. 

Among the plans for Israel en- 
dorsed by the two ZOA adminis- 
trative bodies and previously pro- 
posed by Frisch were the building 
of colonies on the principle of in- 
dividual ownership of homes; 
establishment of a chain of small 
loan socities; a home _ building 
program for small farmers; and 
aid to social welfare agencies of 
the General Zionist movement in 
Israel, 


Frisch summed up the philos- 
ophy of this phase of his program 
in these words: “To help the mid- 
dle man is, I am profoundly con- 
vinced, the best way of helping 
the stability and success of the 
state of Israel.” 

He proposed ZOA support of a 
widely-expaded Chalutziut (pion- 
eering in Israel) program but re- 
jected the labor Zionist approach 
of hachshara (training on collec- 
tive farms in the U.S.) He sug- 
gested, instead, that the ZOA un- 
dertake to register U.S, Jewish 
young people with needed skills 
and then provide proper facili- 
ties for them in Israel. 

He also proposed a system of 
student scholarships, collection of 
materials, particularly machinery, 
and full support to the UJA. 

The two elements of his pro- 
gram most likely to create a stir 
were those aimed “at the Ameri- 
ean sector of the Jewish front.” 

Asserting that the existing 
system of Jewish education for 
youth in the U.S. was a failure. 
he said that “the sad fact is

NEW YORK—A survey com- 


mittee is seeking to iron out dif- 
ferences between two factions on 
the board of the Jewish Telegra- 
phic Agency, it was learned this 
week. 

The factions are headed by Ja- 
cob Blaustein, president of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
and George Backer, president of 
the JTA, and the issue was be- 
lieved to be charges of misman- 
agement by the present leader- 
ship. 

The committee consisted of 
one man named by each faction 
and a third person named by 
two neutral board members. 

The committee, after hearing 
both sides, may report at the 
next meeting of the board, sched- 
uled for Sept. 15. - The board 
met last Monday, but Blaustein, 
a former chairman of the JTA 
board. was unable to be present.

that the majority of our young 
generation in America is totally 
bereft of knowledge of our tra- 
dition and culture and is totally 
Hebrew-less.” 


He proposed as a starter that 
“in consultation with all Jewish 
oranizations, institutions and 
agences” that the ZOA map a na- 
tion-wide plan “for carrying the 
Hebrew language and literature 
into every Jewish household” in 
the US. 


Turning to the issue of the con- 
trol of the U.S. Jewish commun- 
ity’s 265 federations and welfare 
funds, Frisch said that he would 
be “less than candid, if I were 
not to point out that the Welfare 
Funds, with their enormous influ- 
ence and power over fund-raising 
and disbursements, must be dem- 
ocratized if they are to function 
properly in the interests of the 
whole Jewish community of 
America.” 

He proposed the establishment 





of a special ZOA Community Re- 
lations Commission to handle that 
task. 

Frisch did not amplify what he 
meant by democratizing the wel- 
fare funds but it was assumed 
that he wanted the ZOA districts 
to seek greater representation on 
the federations than they now 
have. 

Conceding that such a program 
would involve enormous outlays 
of funds, he especially limited 
the program “in recognition of the 
primacy and needs of the UJA,” 
only to “that begining which we 
can make in the forthcoming 


: year.” 


He sair that this limitation re- 
quired “a minimum” of $2,000,- 
000, He repeats’ his recommens 
dation that the ZOA forego an 
independent campaign if there 
would be “a complete unification 
of all fund-raising efforts in 
America in behalf of Israel.” 

This was a reference to the res 
cent Jewish Avncy propo.al that 
all the major U.S. Zionist bodies 
mesh their fund-raising into a 
Joint 1950 UJA, in return for an 
allocation from the 1950 drive. 
That proposal has already been 
formally rejected by Hadassah 
and the U.S. Histadrut and ap- 
peared to be a failure. 

In the event of such failure, 
Frisch said, or of no inclusion in 
the UJA campaign, “we are detere 
mined to go to our Zionists and 
to the Jewish community at large 
for the funds which we deem ine 
dispensable to the carrying out 
of our program,” 

It was not clear whether Gen- 
eral Zionist allocations in Israel 
played any part in Frisch’s bude 
etary estimates. The General Zions 
ists there received $900,000 this 
year from the Jewish Agency, 
which receives its funds from the 
UJA. 


Hadassah And Histadrut Reject 


Agency Plan For Joint 1950 UJA 


NEW YORK—Hadassah and the Histadrut, the two U. S. organise 
zations most likely to be deeply affected by the Jewish Agency plan 
for a Joint 1950 United Jewish Appeal, have flatly rejected the pro- 


posal, the Jewish World News Service reported this week. 
Official announcements by Mrs. Rebecca Shuliman for the 


Women’s Zionist Organization, 
and Isaac Hamlin for the Hista- 
drut, made it plain that both 
would continue their independent 
fund-raising. 


Don’t Want It 

Hadassah is one of the most ef- 
fective money-raising Zionist 
groups, collecting funds for its 
network of welfare institutions in 
Israel. The U. S. Histadrut runs 
an annual Gewerkshaften cam- 
paign which is a major Labor 
Zionist Organization of America 
project. 

Under the Jewish Agency pro- 
posal, all major U.S. Zionist 
groups would have incorporat- 
ed their fund-raising machinery 
into the UJA drive next year. 


In return, they were to have 
received an allocation from the 
1950 drive. i 
The plan was developed at 2 
conference of U. S. Zionist and 
fund-raising leaders with Jewish 
Agency and Israeli officials in 
Tel Aviv late last month | 
No Surrender 7 
Hamlin, Histadrut general sec 
retary, fired his salvos at the 
plan in an article in the FOR.

Speaking for both the U.S. and 
Israel Histadrut organizations, 
Hamlin said “we will not sur- 
render our independence and we 
will carry on our-.work as hereto- 
fore.” 
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ONE DYNAMIC DREAMER CAN DO 
PLENTY FOR WRITERS IN ISRAEL

M Benjamin Gichko, a former educationist who has become 
an owner of a small estate in Israel, took me one Sunday 
morning by car from Tel Aviv to Herzliah to show me the Writer’s 
Hill. Gichko, whom I had met in New York during the few years 
he spent there, mostly at the home of Simon Halkin, is the author 
of the idea of the Writer’s Hill (Giv’at Hashofer). 
He induced the municipalMy of Herzliah, where he 
is a tax-payer, to set aside ten dunams of land 
(about threesacres) for the use of the project. 
Financially, the municipality could do much better 
with those dunams than give it away for nothing 
for the use of Israel’s men of letters, but evidently 
the idea appealed to its denizens. 
Once Mr. Gichko got a hold of me in Tel Aviv 

(it was on Allenby Road, whefe it turns into Ben 
Yehuda street, a stone’s throw from the Knesset, 
at a soda water stand) he would not let go of me

until he got me interested in his pet project. And he took me, one 
windy Sunday morning, to see the Writer’s Hill. 

The wind from the nearby Mediterranean was lashing at us 


as we struggled to open the gate on the hill. The view was mag- 
nificent. 

“You see,” said Mr. Gichko, “here is where we have planted 
the Garden of the Heroes. Here’”—and he pointed to a spot nearby— 
“I plan to have a garden of Biblical plants.” And then he showed 
me just where he proposed to have each building: a central library, 
a museum, archives, houses bearing names of great Hebrew writers. 
Here some day, Hebrew writers in Israel wili spend thelr vacation 
or work periods in a congenial atmosphere. Here they will hold 
their conventions. Here they will entertain writers from abroad . . 

All I could see was a magnificent sea and a magnificent hill, 
and a lot of grass. But Israel is a place where pipe dreams like 
Gichko’s become realities. Yesterday nothing, tomorrow a solid 
settlement—that’s the rule there. I hadn’t been long enough in 
Israel to get it in my blood, though. 

“Where is that famous Sarona Hotel?” I asked him. He pointed 
it out to me in the distance. 

“Can we see it?” But the driver refused to take that road. 

“Can I go from here to the Ruppin College?” 

We could not make that, and I was annoyed. The Ruppin 
Agricultural College was being officially opened that day. It was 
planned and executed by my friend, Chaim Halpern, director of the 
Agricultural Department while he was still the Agricultural Di- 
rector of the Histadruth. I went with him in April, 1948 to see it 
in the process of construction, and I well remember the beautiful 
view of the Hefer Valley I saw from the roof of the unfinished 
building. This was Chaim’s party now, and I was going to miss it 
just on account of Gichko’s pipe dream! 

It did not occur to me at the time that the Ruppin College also 
began as a pipe dream in the mind of Chaim Halpern.

ON NEITHER OF MY TWO VISITS to Israel did I feel any 
particular need to see Hebrew writers, despite my lifelong interest 
in Hebrew literature. Life in Israel moves so fast that one does 
not notice the makers of literature, whose work is by its very nature 
of a much slower tempo. But I did go to see some of them whom 
I knew personally or to whom I had some personal messages. 

I visited Reuven Grossman, a native of Chicago and a teacher 
at the Herzliah College in Tel Aviv, an excellent poet, at his home. 
I had met him in New York when he still lived here and during 
his visit some two years ago. His eldest son, Noam, fell in one o& 
the earliest battles of the Arab war. He now changed his name to 
Avinoam (Noam’s father). In the teacher’s room at the Herzliah, 
I shook hands with Shimonowitz (now Shimoni) whose delightful 
idylis of life in Israe] I had taught to many pupils, including my 
son. I had promised Halkin to look up his friend Isaac Lamdan, 
author of the epic of the chalutz movement “Masada.” 

Grossman, Shimoni, Lamdan are all on the executive board of 
the Writer’s Hill project.

I WENT ONE MORNING to the cafe on Allenby Road where 
Lamdan is to be found between 11 and 12 in, the morning. And I 
ran into a few other writers as well, including Grossman. 

“Tell me,” I asked them,*“do you thing there is anything in 
Gichko’s pipe dream?” 

They seemed to take it much more seriously than I did. My 
skepticism began to waver. 

When Gichko turned up in New York now to push his pet 
project, he already had the pledge of Argentine’s Jews for 10,000

Section 1, article 4 of the con- 
stitution of the organization pro- 
vides that “any person who re- 
cognizes and accepts the orginal 
Bible of God, the Father, tne 
Creator, as a basis for his or 
her daily conduct of life, ack- 
nowledging further the law of 
Moses, as instituted at Sinai as 
a foundation, may become a mem- 
ber.” 


Started In 1943 

The group started in Water- 
ville, a small town near Utica, 
N. Y. in 1943 when a group of 
Bible-loving former Christians 
came together for common pur- 
poses following the voluntary 
conversion of their entire fam- 
ilies to Judaism. They decided 
then to form a closer kinship 
with each other to intensify their 
mutual interest in their new re- 
ligion. 


To make certain that their 
new religious orientation would 
have a clear-cut outline of tra- 
ditional behavior, they adopted a 
set of principles. At a “Founders’ 
Assembly” in January 1944, they 


constitution. 

Many of the new converts 
dropped their old names to 
assume Hebrew first names and 
have named their children on 
the same basis. 

One of the members, David 
Horowitz, gives his full time to 

serving as president. 

The group obtained widespread 
but confusing publicity when 
Boake Carter, noted radio com- 
mentator, accepted the Mosaic 
faith, He was buried in a Jew- 
ish cemetery in Los Angeles with 
a rabbi officiating. 

Members are encouraged to 
become students of the Bible and 
to live by its teachings. Its mem- 
bers include university profes- 
sors, engineers, government offic- 
ials, writers, businessmen and 
women, farmers and students. 

Tne attitude of the organiza- 
tion was explained by Virginia 
Clark, one of its officers. 

How They Feel 

“When some of us former 
Christians recognize our Israli- 
tish heritage, we feel kinship with 
our brother Jews; we realize 
that in our beliefs of 2,000 years 
we may have led astray, and we 
desire to keep the convenant 
established by Moses,” she said. 

“We feel proud of this heri 
tage. We feel proud, too, that 
we can consider ourselves chil- 
dren of Jacob. In joy and thanks- 
giving we open our arms to our 
brothers of Judah. We are ac- 
cepting the Mosaic code as a 
way of life. Our return has en- 
couraged many drifting Jews. to 


She disclosed that the group 
is actively engaged in counter. 
acting the work of Christian mig. 
sionaries to Jews, commenting 
that “this very procedure, namely 
renunciation of Christians of 
their beliefs and acceptance of 
Judaism, helps greatly in effect 
ively combating the work of the 
Christian missionairies who lure 
many Jewish souls to Christian. 
ity.”

How About This? 

Miss Clark’s reference to wel. 
coming Jews by birth raised a 
point which the report did not 
cover. Jews have a group life 
based on a good deal more thah 
common religious beliefs, a group 
life frequently quite vigorous 
totally minus religious belief, or 
at least practice. 


Whether the new Jews have 
been accepted by the Jewish 
communities of the cities in 
which they live as part of the 
Jewish group, with all of its 
group warmth, was not re 
ported on. 


Also not reported on was 
whether the new Jews are men 
bers of synagogues and which 
ones. Given their Old-Testament 
base, it would be likely tnat they 
would belong to strictly Ortho 
dox synagogues but no details 
were given.

Catholic Weekly Protests Aid To Jews 
Chicago Congress Division Rips 
Trib On Indemnification Story

HICAGO—A news disptach from the Washington office of 
the Chicago TRIBUNE, which attacked the law for indemnification 
of victims of Nazism, was denounced this week by the Chicago di- 
yision of the American Jewish Congress. 

The dispatch quoted at length from an editorial in the Sign, a 


Catholic publication, which called 
the law an act of “vengeance” 
against the Germans and asked 
“How does a minority group here 
in America manage to get all 
this consideration from govern- 
ment policy makers?” 
In a letter to the Chicago TRI- 
BUNE, Rabbi Morton M. Berman, 
ident of the Chicago division, 
charged that the first part of tae 
Washington story, which “pur- 
rts to describe the nature of 
the General Claims law” had five 
major errors of fact. 


The dispatch said that John 

J. McCloy, U. S. High Commis- 
sioner to Germany, was under 
fire for ordering payments to 

ns interned in Nazi con- 
centration camps The dispatch 

did not list any names of the 
alleged critics. 

Rabbi Berman dismissed as 
simple misstatements of fact con- 
tentions of the Washington dis- 
patch that the amount of com- 
pensation will be determined 
by the victims; that any indivi- 
dual will receive move than “very 
low ceilings specified in the law,” 
regardiess of the greatness of loss 
or amount of sufferings; that the 
cost of the program will be 
porne by U. S. taxpayers; that 
any substantial part of the com- 
pensation will apply to loss of 
freedom through internment in 
concentration camps, most of it 
going for loss of life or limb, 
property or employment; and 
that McCloy alone was respon- 
sible for the law. 

Upset By Victims 

The Catholic weekly editorial 
quoted by the Chicago Tribune 
was particularly upset by the 
fact that the law would cover 
German Jews who survived the 
Hitler terror. 

It referred to “the case of the 
DPs who went to Palestine and 
are settled in Arab homes on 
Arab lands and eat dinner out 
of Arab-owned pots and pans 
which they have appropriated. 
Are they to be paid a pension 
while doing to the Arabs what 
the Germans are being taxed for 
having done to them?” 

The editorial went on to say: 
“why so much partiality to 
aliens? Is life in a concentration 
camp worse than life in a fox- 
hole? A lot of American boys 
spent many man-months in fox- 
holes. That was a more precar- 
fous fix than pacing up and down 
behind a barbed wire fence. If 
we are assigning pensions for 
Nazi-inflicted discomforts, why 
hot give the American soldier a 
break? 

This Is The Mystery 

“The really big question and 
the mystery is: How does a min- 
ority group here in America man- 
age to get all this consideration 
from government policy makers? 
We know that Americans can 
obtain equality of treatment only 
at the expense of much lobbying, 
which means money. But this is 
not equality of treatment. It is 
highly preferential treatment. A 
great block of American foreign 
Policy is being built around the 
Whim of a minority. 

“If we go penalizing the 
whole German people for the 
former tactics of a Nazi min- 
ority, we are only previewing 
the day when the whole Amer- 

People will be made to pay 
for the Same kind of tactics on 


orities,” the editorial said. 

Rabbi Berman commented on 
the editorial that “only a dis- 
torted mind could equate ser- 
vice in the American Armed for- 
ces with internment in a con- 
centration camp.” 

He said that to the Catholic 
publication, a concentration camp 
meant “pacing up and down be- 
nind barbed wire fence.” Rabbi 
Berman proposed that the editors 
“read the Germans’ own records 
on the 6,000,000 Jews ruthlessly 
murdered there, of the millions 
more subjected to starvation, in- 
human experiments, and degre- 
dation to a level below the worst 
periods of the Dark Ages.” 


Herzog Shakes Deal 


On Religious Peace 

TEL AVIV, Israel—The_ un- 
written agreement between re- 
ligious and non-religious leader- 
Ship in Israel to avert a show- 
down on the issue of Bibical law 
in the Jewisn State was threat- 
ened this week by a sharp attack 
from Chief Rabbi Isaac Halevi 
Herzog. 

Speaking before the 18th World 
Mizrachi (religious Zionist) con- 
ference in Jeru- 
salem, according 
to World Wide 
News Service, 
the Chief Rabbi 
accused the La- 
bor-controlled Is- 
rali Government 
of adhering to 
“Gentile juris- 
diction which is 
utterly un-Jew- 
ish.” 

The venerable spiritual leader 
also demanded the removal of 
Supreme Court Judges who he 
charged lack extensive Jewisn 
juridical education. 

The chief rabbi’s basic demand 
was for a complete revision of 
Israel’s laws and a remodelling 
of its legislation based on the 
laws of the Torah. He also de- 
manded more powers for the 
rabbinical courts. 

The agreement to avoid a final 
showdown was workcd out wnen 
the Orthodox bloc entered the 
Government in a coalition with 
Mapai, the center labor party. By 
tacit consent, both sides agreed 
not to bring the issue out into 
the open until the more press- 
ing issues of absorption of immi- 
gration and peace with the Arab 
neighbors was achieved. 
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Rochester’s Orthodox Jews Urged To Give 
16 Half-Empty Synagogues to Negro Worshippers 


ROCHESTER, N. Y.--A proposal that more 
than a dozen small and largely unused Orthodox 
Synagogues in a large Negro area of Rochester 
be abandoned and turned over to Negro wor- 
shippers to be used as churches was submitted 
to Rochester Jewry this week by the Jewish di- 
rector of a Negro settlement house, 

Irving M. Kriegsfeld, director of the Baden- 
Ormond settlement, in an interview with the 
Jewish LEDGER of Rochester, accused the Jew- 
ish community of failure to build real inter- 


racial understanding. 


For the Jewish community in the neighbor- 
hood, which he said constituted a minority of 
whites there, he made his suggestion that 
some of the small synagogues in the area 


should be consolidated and 


turned over to Negro congregations, a ges- 
ture which he claimed would “cement inter- 
racial relations in this city.” 

“There are 16 small Orthodox synagogues in 
this one mile by half mile area,” Kriegsfeld said. 
“They stand practically empty except for two 
weeks of the year. Meanwhile, Negro congre- 
gations with as many as 400 members meet in 
an old discrepit store where there is danger 
of the floor falling through with every Amen.” 

He urged the Jewish community to “push

tering congregations. By uniting, the Jewish 
community as a whole will be strengthened. 
And turning over the buildings to Negro con- 
gregations would make for ‘good will which 
can not be measured in money.”

Germans OK Germans

MUNICH, Germany—A_ Ger- 
man hearing this week absolved 
German police of having shown 
any anti-Semitism in their battle 
with Jewish DPs Aug. 10 in which 
20 policemen and six Jews were 
hurt. 

They were cleared at a meet- 
ing presided over by Thomas 
Wimmer, mayor of Munich. 

The riot, termed by Joint Dis-

Israel Confirms 50 Per Cent 
Drop In Immigration From Peak 


TEL AVIV, Israel—An Israeli immigration official this week ine 
directly confirmed. reports that the rate of immigration into the 
Jewish State has dropped 50 per cent from the peak of 1,000 a day. 

The indirect disclosure was made by Yeshoshua Shye, director 
general of the Ministry of Immigration, who said that since the proc 


lamation of Israel, an average of 
18,000 immigrants had arrived 
each month. He said that during 
the last three months, the rate 
had dropped to 16,000 a month. 

Shye also said that one of the 
reasons for the drop was that 
potential immigrants had been 
deterred by reports of unfavor- 
able conditions in Israel. 

The first formal announcement 
of immigration § rates sharply 
highlighted the reluctance of the 
Israeli government to admit that 
there has been a sharp dip in im- 
migration. 


Only 11 Per Cent? 

Shye’s figures, when subjected 
to analysis, substantiated earlier 
reports of the 50 per cent drop, 
though Shye submitted his figures 
as demonstrating a drop of only 
11 per cent. 

Official figures for last March 
indicated a total of 30,500 immi- 
grants for that month, roughly 1,- 
000 a day. The 16,000 figure given 
by Shye, when matched against 
the March total, revealed how 
deep the drop actually was. 

Shye’s technique of averaging 
out the total immigration for the 
first year of Israel’s existence on 
a month’s basis was technically 
accurate but it concealed the fact 
that there had been a peak of 
1,000 a day. 

The second reason given by 
Shye was that some of the sour- 
Ses, such as the British camps at 
Cyrenica and Aden, had been emp- 


tied of Jewish refugees. 

His statement made no refer- 
ence to a report in June by a N.Y, 
TIMES correspondent that a for- 
mal cut had been instituted by the 
Israel government, partly to give 
the young state a breathing spell 
and partly to permit prior educa- 
tion of some 800,000 Moslem Jews 
determined to come to Israel. 

The Moslem Jews, coming from 
a pariah existence of incredible 
squalor, are so far from western 
standards that Israeli officials 
feared they might become an in- 
digestible lump if they were taken 
in large numbers without any ed- 
ucational effort.

NEW ORLEANS RABBI REJECTS 
REFORM IN ISRAEL AS FANTASY 


y HELEN COHEN 
RVING L. Goldman, rabbi of Congregation Chevra Thilim, New 
Orleans, writes: 

Helen Cohen has left no doubt as to the subjects to which she 
should devote herself ... She is much more at home writing about 
fashions and Sammy Rothberg’s looks. Her comments on the pos- 
sibility of Reform Judaism in Israel seemed to 
indicate hasty and shallow thinking on the subject. 

It appears to me that Reform Judaism could % 
not have a more sympathetic environment than the J 
spiritual climate of United States Jewry .. . Cer- 
tainly our environment is predominantly non-Jew- 
jsh. That, however, has not been a deterrent to 
the growth of Reform Judaism. Because of that 
Reform Judaism has had greater appeal. Where 
there are no obstacles or conflicts in,our path there 
js no need for a detour or change in direction. 

In Israel, those Jews who do not go to the Orthodox Synagogue 
stay away because they are irreligious. Unfamiliarity with the 
Hebrew Prayers or the conflict of Sabbath business hours with 
Synagogue Services are not Israeli excuses for their absence from 
the Synagogue. Only one day of the major festivals is observed in 
Israel as the Reform do elsewhere. Those Jews in Israel who are 
religiously inclined have every opportunity to observe Jewish tradi- 
tion in their proper form. Their environment holds no conflicts for 
them and consequently there is no reason for change. What 
changes would Helen Cohen suggest that Reform introduce in 
Israel? In what realm does Israel need Reform’s “courage and 
ability to make changes”? 

Incidentally, Orthodoxy has not had “ the courage and ability 
to make change” as it feels that Judaism has to be lived regardless 
of where the Jew finds himself ... Before I forget, Mrs. Cohen, 
what “ability” does it take to make changes? 

As I understand the Reform position it seems that they are 
interested in seeing that their group has equal status in Israel and 
that no theocracy is established there. Many observers, including 
M. Z. Frank of The Post, have pointed out very emphatically that 
no such danger exists ... I do not believe that any Reform leaders 
believe there is any possibility of Reform growth in Israel. With- 
out actually having statistics available, I venture the observation 
that the few Reform Congregations now existing in Israel are not 
composed of native Israeli. Reform Judaism in Israel has been im- 
ported. The children of these Reform Jews will eventually attend 
an Orthodox Synagogue, reversing the procedure so prevalent in 
the United States. 

May I add one further comment? No one denies the su- 

perb battle that was fought so brilliantly by able Reform Rabbis 
in helping to bring about the establishment of a Jewish State. 
I am confident on the other hand that Mrs. Cohen has not 
overlooked the contribution of Orthodox Rabbis, not only of the 
present period but also of the past 20 centuries, who fought to 
see that the Jewish pecple never forgot their homeland. It 
was incorporated into our prayers and customs were established 
to serve as a constant reminder of our hope for the restoration 
of Israel... 

I do agree with Helen Cohen when she states “In Israel, the 
picture should be very different.” It is! And will continue to be 
different. There is a climate conducive to traditional Judaism. The 
mere living in Israel enables one to observe certain command- 
ments not required elsewhere. Foreign spiritual fruits will not 
find a suitable climate in Israel. 

@ 

THE IDEA THAT CHANGE is a good thing is not exclusive 
with me, Rabbi Goldman. An excellent book on the history of 
Judaism by Rabbi Morris Goldstein is devoted to that very subject 
of change, entitled, “Thus Religion Grows.” Rabbi Goldstein writes 
in his preface that “religion is dynamic. It grows with man’s 
growth.” 

And that is the basis of Reconstructionism; that Judaism 
is not static but a dynamic civilization. It declares that Judaism 
has gone through several stages before reaching its present 
form, and that each successive stage has developed a more 
mature concept of God, of salvation and of community life.

Mr. Frisch’s Program 


E new program for the Zionist Organi- 

zatoin of America brought forward by 
President Daniel Frisch offers a blue print of 
action which can well transform the organi- 
zation. It is a realistic approach to the situation 
created by emergence of Israel and while the 
program may be too ambitious to be possible 
of any realization, nevertheless it is a document, 
a blue print that is very much needed. 

Mr. Frisch intends to enter the field of Jewish 
education. He also announces an open ZOA 
campaign to take over the local Jewish welfare 
funds and federations. In both cases, he is well 
within his rights but by the same token, in both 
of these instances, he will make little headway. 

Mr. Frisch makes sweeping charges against 
the present agencies in the field of Jewish edu- 
cation, an inaccurate charge, but one which Mr. 
Frisch has sincerely believed for many years. 
The effectiveness of the present program in U. 
S. Jewish education is far from future goals 
but it is even farther from the complete inad- 
equacy Mr. Frisch charges. How Mr. Frisch 
will proceed, except by a reference to consul- 
tation with these agencies which he first antag- 
onizes, he does not say. He does intend, how- 
ever, to spread both Hebrew and Yiddish into 
every Jewish home. Either one of these jobs 
would take the entire resources of the ZOA for 
the next two years, but to do both—when they 
in effect conflict with one another—indicates 
that here Mr. Frisch may be playing politics 
with his many Yiddish-speaking followers, 

Mr. Frisch is more definite when he discusses 
his plan of action to Zionize the federation and 
welfare funds. He will set up a special commis- 
sion to do this job. In that respect, the ZOA 
president is perfectly within his rights, but he 
is certain to run into opposition from many 
leaders, Zionists most of them, who think that 
the democracy achieved thus far by community 
councils and federations will be jettisoned by 
an attempt of any one group to “capture” these 
organizations, 

It is in respect to Israel that Mr. Frisch shows 
his clearest thinking and it is here that he will 


achieve most. His analysis is accurate, and 
while he speaks as if he is ready to cooperate 
with Mapai, the dominant labor party in Is- 
rael, he is enough of a realist to know that Ma- 
pai will resist what he will try to do when it 
becomes too successful; and he knows also that 
now is the time when Mapai can least afford to 
resist. 

In other words, opportunity is ripe now 
for the General Zionists to gain an important 
political foothold in Israel. 

But the membership of the ZOA must realize 
what it is doing. Heretofore the ZOA’s position 
has been one of pushing for all the types 
of democratic institutions such as the U.S. is 
blessed with—a school system run by the gov- 
ernment, the social agencies such as sickness 
benefits, etc., government-operated, a unifica- 
tion instead of the present fragmentation in 
which each political party takes care of its 
own and each party sets up its own agencies. 

Isn’t Mr. Frisch’s program designed to make 
the ZOA into an arm of a party as such in 
Israel, with its own colonies and its own free 
loan societies, and so on? 

Maybe the ZOA president feels that only by 
going into business, like the other parties, can 
his General Zionists successfully contend with 
the other parties. In this respect, too, his an- 
alysis is probably accurate. But it remains to 
be seen whether the ZOA as another party—in- 
stead of the traditional General Zionist group- 
ing interested in Israel as a whole and not 
merely a fragment of that nation—doesn’t come 
to first compete and then attempt to domi- 
nate the labor government. 

Most members of the ZOA joined not be- 
cause it represented political beliefs but be- 
cause it offered the best method of aiding Is- 
rael. Perhaps it would be better for the leader- 
ship of the ZOA not to concern itself with 
gaining power in world Zionism, but rather to 
content itself with the traditional role of work- 
ing for Israel, while others fight in the political 
arena to make their particular belief the domi- 
nating one, 


A Commentary on our National Jewish Organizations 


ITH how much trepidation one must ap- 
W proach a situation which involves more 
than one of our national Jewish organizations 
can easily be seen from the meeting held last 
week end in the east at about which 50 Jew- 
ish leaders discussed the future of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community. 

The meeting was held under the aegis of one 
of our big national Jewish organizations. Ex- 
cellent papers were read, and from what can 
be gathered, the meeting achieved its purpose 
very well. That purpose was to obtain the 
best available thinking on the problem at a 
time in the history of the American Jewish 
community when new directions must be taken. 

But—and here is the giveaway—the meeting 
was held in strictest secrecy. All partieipants 
were promised there would be no publicity what- 
ever. When The Post was advised by one of its 
friends of the meeting and its purpose and what 


took place, our routine inquiry to the national 
organization was greeted with threats of expo- 
sure if we dared to publish anything about the 
meeting. 

Now, the organization holding the meeting is 
known for its complaints against other Jewish 
organizations for back-stage negotions, while it 
has paraded its own willingness to rely on 
the democratic principle of freedom of speech 
and press. 

The organization involved, however, is not 
so much concerned with publicity in this in- 
stance. It is trying to protect the participants, 
some of whom were big people in other and 
competing national organizations. What can be 
said at any meeting on the future of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community which need be held se- 
cret? 

What a commentary on our national Jew- 
ish organizations! 


Open Our Synagogues To All 


N invitation to newcomers in Columbus, O, 
extended through the pages of the Ohio 
Jewish CHRONICLE of that city, to “all new. 
comers .. . to affiliate themselves with the Co- 
lumbus Jewish houses of worship,” is a fine 
gesture, but the chances are it will result in no 
takers. Newcomers who want synagogue affilia- 
tion will seek it out. Newcomers who would ac- 
cept synagogue affiliation if approached, but 
who have not been solicited, will not respond 
to the invitation, although possibly they might 
join if they were approached individually. 

The Columbus invitation came from all three 
wings of Judaism, which certainly is worth 
comment, although by now more than one 
Jewish community has pooled its synagogue for 
ces to make a concerted drive toward the unaf- _ 
filiated. 

Now if the invitation had said that we want 
you to worship with us, we welcome you into 
menvbership with no fees for tickets or affilia- 
tion, and if the invitation was extended to en- 
compass the long-time residents who have not 
affiliated, then it would be a radical departure, 
which—as an experiment—might show the way 
for other communities, 

There are always reasons to be found by 


any family for not affiliating, some valid, oth- 
ers alibis and rationalizations. But there is a 
sufficient number of young and not yet afflu- 
ent people who want and need Judaism, who are 
alienated by the practice of selling seats or by 
the high cost of membership. 


That congregations waive membership fees 
for families unable to pay is not the solution, 
since hardly any Jewish family with pride 
would affiliate under this ruling, which amounts 
to taking a pauper’s oath. 


No. Free affiliation must mean exactly that. 
No pressure, no financial investigation—and 
complete welcome. It is difficult to see how such 
a ruling would affect the finances of any congre- 
gation in the long run. These people would come 
to accept their obligation as members, as they 
took part in services and other synagogue ac- 
tivities. 

But even if financial loss was suffered, the 
position of the synagogue would be so much 
more enhanced. The charge that our syna- 
gogues are for the rich only, a charge that un- 
fortunately is not too hard to prove, would 
sooner or later be forgotten and the numbers 
of the unaffiliated would be vastly reduced.

U. S. PALESTINE POLICY GETS 


SCALPEL TREATMENT IN NEW BOOK 


THE REALITIES OF AMERICAN - PALESTINE RELA- 
TIONS, By Frank E. Manuel, 370 pages, Public Affairs 
Press, Washington, D.C., $5.

HE DRY and not too inviting 
T title of Dr. Manuel’s study of 
American diplomacy in and in re- 
Jation to Eretz Israel has a grimly 
humorous connotation, approp- 
riate not only to the subject, but 
to the author’s ironic style. It is 
jndeed the realities with which 
pr. Manuel deals and not the 
romantic hopes, wishful thinkings 
and despairing self deceptions 
with which a people heart-sick 
with thwarted 
longings have be- 
mused themsel- 
yes. Great and 
Good Friend is 
not one of the 
realities, but a 
conventional’ ph- j 
rase to be found 
jn any dictionary 
of protocol. Ea z= 

I don’t know MOORE 
whether nations are born inno- 
cent and become cynical as they 
grow older. I know that it is a 
long while since Franklin and 
Washington and Jefferson went 
out of their way to express 
friendship and interest in the 
Jewish community. It is even a 
jong time since 1830 when Dr. 
Manuel’s book begins with the 
American-Turkish treaty and the 
appointment of an American con- 
sul in Jeruslem.

IN THOSE DAYS oil was some- 
thing obtained from whale blub- 
ber and business between the 
United States and the Vilayet of 
Beirut—which included what is 
now Syria, Lebanon, Israel and 
the territories alienated by Her- 
bert Samuel—was negligible. 

There was, therefore, none of 
those reasonable, logical and in- 
escapable considerations of policy 
to prevent American diplomats 
from enjoying what seems in re- 
strospect an ingenuous and tou- 
ching concern for the condition 
of the handful of Jews in Jeru- 
salem, Tiberias and Safed. This 
unoppressive combination of idea- 
lism and lack of commerce oOp- 
erated right through the Cleve- 
land administration to make the 
American Consulate the chief re- 
fuge from Turkish oppression 
and injustice. 

At the turn of the century, 
however, a number of hitherto 
absent factors entered the pic- 
ture. The United States became 
a world power with an expand- 
ing State Department whose staff 
and machinery, by its nature, 
origin and funtions, tended to 
codify and make rigid what had 
been flexible and impromptu, and 
to widen the gap between well- 
meaning directives issued at the 
top and equally well-meaning 
functionaries at the point of con- 
tact. 


Then there was the appoint- 
ment of a succession of Jews 
—Strauss, Elkus, Morgenthau 
—as ministers to Turkey, all 
worthy gentlemen and estima- 
ble plenipotentiaries, who con- 
ceived it part of their duties 
a American representatives to 
submerge their feelings as Jews 
and act in their official capaci- 
ties as though they were Gen- 
tiles, 

Also there were the persecu- 
—— —— 
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tions in Russia which resulted 
in the waves of emigration, some 
of which was directed in spite ot 
Turkish opposition toward Is- 
rael. Then there was Herz! and 
an emerging, increasingly vig- 
orous and articulate Zionism. 
Finally there was trade between 
Palestine and the United States, 
the rumors of oil in the Negev, 
and the 1914 concession by Tur- 
key to Standard Oil. 
® 

THE REALITIES became in- 
creasingly real with World War 
I as the old idealism combined 
with the new imperialism which 
tended to make the entire Near 
East a sphere of American in- 
fluénce, shared with the British 
and French. The vacillations and 
jockeyings over the endorsement 
of the Balfour Declaration, the 
hot and cold flushes which suc- 
cessive administrations suffered 
in their fever for Jewish votes 
on one hand and considerations 
of power, prestige and propriety 
on the other, are detailed by Dr. 
Manuel for the enlightenment of 
the innocent and the dour satis- 
faction of the disillusioned. Allow 
me to quote at random: 


“While the State Department 
remained pointedly indifferent to 
the Zionist character of the Pal- 
estine Mandate and was not not- 
ably exercised over the murder 
of eight or 12 American Jews in 
the Wailing Wall riots (there 
was some discussion about the 
accurate figure), the previous 
year it had been far from apa- 
thetic about the award of a con- 
tract for the construction of the 
Haifa harbor works, another 
facet of the British mandate po- 
licy. Secretary of State Kellogg 
had written the American am- 
bassador in London that he con- 
sidered the virtual exclusion of 
American bids a violation of the 
Anglo-American convention of 
1925 . . . Intervention in this 
Haifa case was in the main cur- 
rent of United States policy of 
the isolationist period; to spurn 
complex situations which en- 
tailed political commitments and 
to back to the hilt the rights of 
expansive American business in 
foreign countries. It was a highly 
selective isolationism. 

“After the 1929 riots, the Lea- 
gue of Nations Mandate Com- 
mission severely criticized the re- 
lations of the mandatory with the 
Jews. The United States ... re- 
mained officially silent. There 
was even a marked decline in the 
number of conventional greetings 
by the Chief Executives to Zion- 
ist meetings.” 

Or later: 


“, .. The cold fact is that until 
the close of 1948, Great Britain 
was abetted in its dog-in-the-man- 
ger policy by officials in the Uni- 
ted States Military and diploma- 
tic establisment.”

The rem- 
nants of the Jews in Europe for 
whom a refuge was sought were 
usually the toughest of the sur- 
vivors of the ghettoes of eastern 
Europe. These . . . would not be 
as readily amenable to western 
control as Arab fellaheen. The 
very tenacity and blind heroism 
of the terrorist Jewish bands 
were evidence to military staff 
analysts that this was not the 
human material on which to base 
a system for the United States. 
Without the Jews, staff officers 
reasoned, a _ political pattern 
might be created to render the 
Middle East quiescent .. .” 

I could go on and quote the 
whole book, which would be a 
pleasure, though not an unalloyed 
one, right through the Truman 
pirouettes to the final de jure 
recognition of Israel. It is a story 
well worth study and pondering. 
most especially by those whose 
uncontaminated faith in Gentile 
goodwill is more pronounced than 
their grasp of reality. 


Con Man Not Rabbi, 
Jewish Bureau Says 


NEW YORK — (WNS) — Solo- 
mon Eichenstein, who was held 
here this week on charges of 
swindling about 300,000 dollars 
in financial transactions invol- 
ving the purchase of Israeli 
pounds, is not an ordained rabbi, 
declared this week the Jewish 
Statistical Bureau, an organiza- 
tion which maintains registries 
of rabbis representing all wings 
of American Judaism. 

The bureau stated that Eichen- 
stein never served as a rabbi in 
a congregation or performed any 
other rabbinic services. Eichen- 
stein was registered with the 
biireau as the finance secretary of 
a small congregation in Manhat- 
ten, Congregation Anshe Podei- 
tze, and his function was the col- 
lection of dues.

W YORK-—Henry Montor, executive director of the 1948 


United Jewish Appeal, disclosed 


this week that the traditionally 


non-Zionist Joint Distribution Committee may start operations in 
Israel, and that it may do so at the invitation of the Israeli Goy- 


ernment. 

Montor, who recently returned 
from Israel where U.S. Jewish 
leaders conferred with Israeli of- 
ficials on American fund-raising, 


indicated that possibility in a re- 
port to the U.S. Jewish commun- 
ity on his visit. 


JDC Seeks Program 

The JDC, the second largest 
agency of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, has been switching its work 
to North African Jewry as the 
Jewish refugee situation in Eu- 
rope reached its final phases. The 
other two agencies of the UJA 
are the United Palestine Appeal, 
which works excdusively in Is- 
rael, and the United Service for 
New Americans. The USNA aids 
Jewish refugees coming to the 
U.S. 

Many U.S. Jewish relief 
groups whose work in Europe 
has been rapidly diminished by 
the departure of refugees have 
been shifting their operations to 
Israel, notably the Hebrew Im- 
migrant Aid Society and ORT, 
a rehabilitation and training 


group. 

Montor said that one of the. sub- 
jects he heard discussed on his 
visit was the possibility of JDC 
entering Israel. 

It’s Likely 

“TY do not know what the final 
outcome will be but I do think it 
fair to report that among _ the 
leaders of the Government as 
well as in the Jewish Agency 
there was a widespread feeling 
that the experience that the JDC 
had accumulated over many 
years in dealing with social wel- 
fare problems would be a distinct 
asset to the country in meeting 
some of the special problems aris- 
ing out of the large-scale immi- . 
gration,” Montor said. 


He said that “the close cooper- 
ation that has existed between 
the JDC and the Jewish Agency 
in the whole immigration pro- 
gram in Israel has laid the foun- 
dation for this warmly appreci- 
ative attitude.”

NEW YORK—tThe American Jewish Congress issued a categori- 
eal denial this week of claims by the American Jewish League 
Against Communism that it had helped the Congress plan the strate- 
gy that led to the expulsion of two pro-Communist affiliates last May.

Schultz Was There 

According to the League, as 4 
result of that meeting, Rabbi 
Schultz was invited to be a guest 
speaker “at a very large but 
unpublicized meeting of the 
American Jewish Congress at the 
Broadway Central hotel, New 
York, on Sunday evening, April 
18, 1948.” 


The League said that among 
those attending were “most of 
the prominent congress leaders of 
the New York area outside of 
Manhattan. Leaders of divisions 
and chapters were there, both 
men and women.”
